The Californian charged in the 
Congressional Record that Hender-. 
son and Nugent, both directors of 
the remedial Ioan division of the 
Russell Sage Foundation, and 
Frank Hubachek, of the law firm, 
Hubachek & Kelly, were “purport- 
edly” authors of the executive or- 
der vesting in the Federal Reserve 
Board regulation of small loans. 

He said he would reinforce & 
resolution for a congressional in- 


ness. A former similar resolution 
was not acted on by the House 
Rules Committee. 

“SHAM BATTLE” 

Sheppard also asked why the 
OPA had neglected to consider 
placing ceiling prices on small 
loans and charged that the Russell 
Sage Foundation and lenders op- 
erating under the small loan act 
it sponsored were waging a “sham 
battle” in the fight to correct 
usurious practices in the lending 
field. 

“In this sham battle and plan 
of deception of the American peo- 
ple and their national and state 
governments,” he continued, ‘‘this 
crowd have duped many members 
of congress, governors of many 
states, state legislatures, the 
American Bar Association, the 
Better Business Bureau, the Legal 
Aid Society, some of the nation’s 
outstanding colleges and universi- 

national labor groups and 


influencing passage of national 
tax legislation which put the na- 
tional chain loan companies under 
the business management tax 
exemption laws. 

“Congress should find out and 
the people should know who re- 
ceived the $500,000 and what was 
done with it,” Sheppard asserted. 


“BRIBED LEGISLATORS” 


He recalled that recently an em- 
Ploye of the Beneficial Industrial 
Loan Company admitted to a 
judge in Lansing, Mich., that he 
had “bribed legislators” and had 
received money from the company 
to do so. 

“Right under the nose of the 
federal secret grand jury investi- 
gation in San Antonio, Beneficial, 
Household and King have their 
antiusury societies with their high- 
sounding names which are made 
up of representative lawvers of 
the state of Texas,” said the Cali- 
fornian. 


King, he added, had “several 
million dollars’ out in small loans 
to needy borrowers at 240 per cent 
interest annually in Texas. 
“FELONIOUS” BUSINESS 

Sheppard also charged King 
with failing to include in a state- 
ment he filed with the Securities 
Exchange Commission in 1939 in- 
formation concerning business he 
had in California which Sheppard 
contended was ‘‘felonious.” 

“On that date,” Sheppard said, 
“King had loans outstanding in 
Califofnia somewhere between 
$600,000 and $1,000.000, upon 
which they were netting 100 per 
cent per year, part of which was 
owned by the Miller Management 
Company. These operations were 
felonious. I have documents in my 
file that reveal that they were.”

Lageging—Walters 


I.. Ek. Walters, regional War Pro- 
duction Board salvage manager, 
nade an appeal yesterday to 
housewives in the southeastern 
states to renew their efforts in 
Salvaging used tin cans, pointing 
out that this region is supplying 
only about a third of the salvaged 
cans that should come from this 
section to relieve the critical need 
for metal in the war effort. 

The new detinning plant in Bir- 
mingham is not receiving enough 
cans for salvage to keep it in full 
operation, Walters announced. 

Stressing the vital need for sal- 
vaged tin cans to supply metal 
for battleships, destrovers, bomb- 
ers, tanks, and containers for in- 
dispensable medical supplies, Wal- 
ters urged every housewife to 
make every effort to turn in all 
her used tin cans for salvage.

isfactory generally. 

This great need and this great 
disappointment must serve only 
as a challenge to our ability as 
summer gardeners and fall gar- 
deners. 

The three most important gar- 
den crops are all summer vege- 
tables. They are beans, corn and 
tomatoes. All three may be plant- 
ed now. 

It is our purpose today to dis- 
cuss beans, various methods of 
planting them, warnings about in- 
sects and diseases, methods of cul- 
tivation and recommendations for 
varieties to be planted. 
MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE 


Although there are several di- 
seases and a great many insects 
that attack beans, for the average 
home garden none of these is par- 
ticularly important with the ex- 
ception of the Mexican bean bee- 
tle. This prolific insect can be con- 
trolled by dusting or spraying 
with rotenone. It is best to start 
dusting weekly as soon as the 
first true leaves appear on the 
plant, and this should be contin- 
ued throughout their growing sea- 
son. It isn’t wise to wait until the 
beetles arrive for it may be that 
by the time you see a few beeties 
that serious damage will have al- 
ready taken place. 


Almost any soil is satisfactory 
for beans, but they are fairly 
heavy feeders and commercial 
plant food should be added regard- 
less of how rich the garden spot 
may happen to be. A_ small 
amount of this plant food should 
be worked into the soil lightly as 
the seeds should not come in con- 
tact with this fertilizer directly. 

The seeds should be planted at 
a depth of about one inch and 
should be dropped at distances of 


about one inch, later being thin-| 


ned to six inches. The rows should 
be at least two feet apart espe- 
cially on rich ground, 
SIX SEEDS TO HILL 

Pole beans should be planted in 
the same manner if they are going 
to be allowed to run on a fence, 
but if poles are to be used the 
“hill” method should be followed, 
about six seeds being dropped in 
each hill, later being thinned to 
the two strongest plants. When the 
beans are about six inches tall and 
just before they are ready to 
bloom, a side dressing of this same 
commercial plant food should be 
used. A light application is all 
that is necessary, about one pound 
for each 100 feet of row and this 
should be divided placing it on 
either side of the row. 

The bean is a legume and the 
addition of nitrogen fixing bac- 
teria will be helpful in promoting 
will help 
produce a bumper crop. 

These inoculants may be pro- 
cured from any seed stor® or gar- 
den supply department. They are 
inexpensive and easy to use. There 
is only one warning. They should 
be applied just before the beans 
are planted. 

There are no special directions 
about cultivation other than to re- 
mind you again that the weeds 
drink the moisture and eat the 
food, and their removal will help 
the beans. Frequent cultivation, 
particularly after showers, will 
provide a dust mulch which will 
hold moisture in the soil for them. 
STANDARD VARIETIES 

We want to divide our recom- 
mendations of bean varieties into 
two general groups. First, the 
group that has been successful for 
many years and which most of us 
have planted time and time again 
and that are of ‘the utmost de- 
pendability. While this thought of 
dependability is of great impor- 
tance, the newer varieties are 
often great improvements over the 


older ones, and we certainly sug- 


gest that a portion of your beans 
be from these newest varieties. 
First, the standard varieties of 
bush beans. Stringless Green Pod 
is probably the most popular of all 
varieties planted. It is stringless, 
fiberless, crisp, tender good fla- 
vored, smooth, round and dark 
green. It generally grows from 
5 1-2 to 6 inches long and about 
a half inch thick. Tendergreen 
Stringless is fast taking Stringless 
This variety 
is about one inch longer, not quite 
as thick pods, slightly straighter 
Red Valentine and Tennessee 
green pod are two very old varie 
ties that are still popular. Neither 
of these are stringless. Valentine

Life is greater than death. Hope is greater 
than despair. 

The story of Faster is a story of that funda- 
mental conflict. It is not a story of surrender, 
Or of giving up. 

You may read of it in the 16th chapter of St. Mark. That chapter 
is, I think, most beautiful of them all. 

Three women were on the way to the tomb where the tortured 
Man, with the torn hands and feet and the vinegar froth on his 
lips, had been put away in the clean linen when taken down from 
the cross. 

They were three who had stood with the huddled women three 
days before, looking on from afar at all the bustle of soldiers and 
the chief priests and the scornful high priest himself. He must 
have been a very good rabble-rouser, that man, as good as any 
we have had here in the south. You have but to read how he 
swaved the crowd while Pilate, the  middle-of-the-roader, the 
washer-of-hands, the fence-sitter who did not want to offend the 
bosses in Rome by letting things get out of hand, debated. 

“Release unto us Barabbas.” 

He might have got to be governor of Georgia or Louisiana or 
South Carolina, that fellow. He Knew the tyvk phrases and ges- 
tures, He could sway crowds. _ 

That had been the day before. This dayf as the crowd milled 
about below the three crosses, the women stood afar off. Among 
them were three, Mary Magdalene, and Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
and Salome. 

They saw the writhing figures on the cross, heard the shouts, 
saw the soldiers gamble for the possessions of the men, watched 
the sword thrust and the sponge of vinegar. Crucifying was the 
common punishment. It was no novelty to the crowd.

The Easter story is repeated over and over again.

THE HOME FRONT Physically, 


it's in good shape. There's 
plenty to eat and to wear and evidently 
enough stock with which to do business. Young women have moved 
into men's jobs almost everywhere. Service everywhere stays sur- 
prisingly good. Shortages are occasionally evident in some of the 
hotels. Even the best are not immune. In Washington’s new and 
ultra-modern Statler, there were no bath towels to be had one 
weekend. Manpower trouble at the laundry halted delivery. 

There's still plenty of soap, but they use it longer. At the St. 
Charles in New Orleans, a careful and celebrated establishment, the 
coffee came twice in china pots from which the spouts had been 
broken. Every package store I saw had signs reading “No Whisky” 
in the window. Cigars were rigidly rationed at no more than two 
to the customer in New Orleans, but I didn't encounter that any- 
where else. Hotels are crowded, of course. So are restaurants, 
and trains. 

There are some great over-all problems in-some of the smaller 
places into which war workers have come pouring. Some of the 
locals are wondering if they'll leave and what they'll leave. These 
housing developments, flung up all over city parks, vacant real 
estate. and even in some places over swamps, Nave already visited 
problems upon some communities. Many of these migrant fami- 
have brought some very tough kids. Living like gypsies, in 
etc., they've moved from Job to job through the last sev- 
eral years. The kids have never been to schoo! and say they won't 
go now. Instead they prowl and prey, and are hard little cus- 
tomers to deal with. Some ofthe older among them of both sexes 
are genuine delinquency problems that can no longer be ignored. 
That's something many communities are hard up against. 

A major impression of a hard job well done is the corking con- 
tribution of the railroads. Here is meant the hauling of freight, 
not the passenger part, although that, too, is admirably handled. 

In summation, the physical part of the picture is good. The 
attack 1s being backed and the gcods are rolling. The public is not 
as keen as, say, a college football cheering section is keen, because 
it feels it doesn’t know enough about the picture beyond the local 
view. There is no cheering or singing anywhere to be heard. Po- 
litically, it would like to vote for semething better, but is wait- 
ing to see it first. Most of all, it wants the war over victoriously, 
of course, and its boys back home.

Text and Pretext 


The story of the two disciples | 
walking to Emmaus Sunday morn- 


ing after the tragedy on Golgotha 
is the picture of Christianity with- 
out a resurrection. The pathetic 
theme of their talk is “we had 
hoped,” but that hope had been 
put to death on the hill which | 
looked so much like a skull. The 
picture of the character of Jesus, 
in all “the beauty of holiness,” is 
just the same with or without the 
resurrection. The sentiment is 
just as tender, and infinitely more 
pathetic. 


But Christianity without a res- 
urrection leads inevitably to the | 
quiet retreat of the olive groves 
of Emmaus, where its disciples 
may mourn in sacred secrecy over 
a beautiful memory. There they 
could dream of an ideal world 
with Jesus as its standard, and 
Imagine a society permeated) by 
His spirit. But they could not go 
back to Jerusalem with such a 
religion. There they would have 
to meet the priests and Sadducees 
who planned His death and the 
members of the mob who howled 
in. disappointed ambition, ‘“Cru- 
cify him!” There they would meet 
the soldiers who executed Him, 
and on well-nigh every face there 
would be the sneer, revealing the 
terrible truth, your faith is de- 
stroyed and your hope is dead. 


Without a Resurrection 

So it is true today tbat Chris- 
tianity without a resurrection 
must live in some Eimmatus. It 
may flourish in sentimental re- 
treats and sacred solitudes, but it 
cannot take its ideals back to a 
Jerusalem world. In order to go

On that road between Jeru- 
salem and Emmaus they had some 
sort of revolutionary experience 
which completely transformed 
them. Now they are almost run- 
ning back to Jerusalem, with faces 
radiant with hope and aglow with 
triumphant joy. 


These are simple but well au- 
thenticated facts. At Emmaus they 
became possessed with the idea 
that Jesus was alive and that they 
had walked and talked with Him. 
When they reached Jerusalem 
they are met by other friends of 
Jesus who have also been lifted 
from the depths of despair to a 
radiant hope.

Big Doings This Week 
"Neath Capitol Dome 


There'll be big doings on Capitel Hill this 
week. If there's anything you want to put in 
or take out of Georgia's 67-year-old. state Con- 
stitution, you will be given an opportunity to 
do so during a week-long hearing of the Constitution redrafters 
beginning tomorrow. 

Twenty-one prominent Georgians, including one Atlanta woman, 
have been busy since last November studying the much-amended 
document and mapping revisions. They have worked in seven 
subcommittees, each studying a partict ular phase of the s* ate’s bill 
of rights. Some groups have met once and twice weekly for the 
past few months. Some have held hearings themselves to get 
public suggestions. Laymen on the committees have tugged at 

making the Constitution understandable, while lawyers have pulled 
toward making meanings ironclad. 

The result of this tug-o war will he spread before the public 
so that a model Constitution may be adopted. Indications are tv at 
by and large the commission will recommend simplifying and mod. 
ernizing the old document, with only a few major changes in the 
sense of it. Subcommittees: will ask that the Constitution permit 
consolidation of counties; permit the court of appeals to sit en blanc 
instead of as two courts, and will encompass a civil service system 
broad enough to cover most state employes. 

It’s up to the people this week whether or not Georgia will 
have to call another constitutional meeting some 67 years from now 
and try to iron out hundreds of more amendments. After the hear- 
ings, the full commission will co-ordinate the recommendations of 
the subcommittees, public organizations and individuals, and have 
the new Constitution ready for submission to the 1945 legislature 
It will be handed to the people themselves to ratify in an election 


next year. 
“BEST IN HISTORY” It was a by-word of Governor Ama!!'s 
during the 1943 regular session and the 
two special sessions that “Georgia has the best legislature in its 
history.”’ A few months ago, the young Governor, whose program 
was practically unanimously adopted by the 1943 legisiature, called 
on the people to send him an even more co-operative general assem- 
bly in 1945. | 
Yesterday, Governor Arnall looked over a list of house and 
senate candidates in the July 4 Democratic primary, and predicted 
that the 1945 legislature will be “the best in history.” Many Arnall 
supporters are coming back unopposed. In the races, Arnall said 
the people are aware of who is the more progressive candidates and 
co-operative toward the administration, and he said he is confident 
these candidates will be elected.

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PARADOX: Money makes the 
war go. Money to pay for guns, 
tanks, ships and planes. But the 
strains of war on money are so great 
that it tends to diminish in value. 
So it threatens to ruin us even while 
it is helping us win. 

We call it inflation, but long be- 
fore we had a word for it, money 
had this habit of going crazy in 
wartime. 

In ancient Rome prices tripled 
during the 10 years that the Romans 
and Carthaginians were fighting 
the Second Punic War. 

During the Hundred Years’ War 
between England and France, the 
cost of living in France rose so dan- 
gerously that the King had to issue 
royal decrees fixing wages and food 
and rent prices. 

The money issued by the Conti- 
nental Congress during our own 
Revolution depreciated so much 
that a dollar would buy only a 
little more than two cents’ worth of 
goods, and people began calling 
the currency ‘“‘shin-plasters.”’ 


BOOM! Such disastrous runaway 
inflation accompamed the French 
Revolution that the government 
not only fixed prices, but com- 
pelled shopkeepers to post ceiling 
prices -- and still couldn't control 
the situation. The currency it issued 
became valueless. 

U.S. greenbacks issued during 
the Civil War depreciated so much 
that prices had tripled by 1864. 


Money to burn 


And you remember what hap- 
pened to German marks after World 
War I. It took a basketful to buy a 
loaf of bread. 

We know more about controlling 
crazy money than the warring peo- 
ples of other days. We know we can 
keep it from wrecking us and our 
war effort by: 

1. Keeping our spending down 
to a minimum. 

2. Buying War Bonds. 

3. Paying no more than ceiling 
prices. 

4. Playing fair on rationing. 

5. Paying our taxes

He was a little shamefaced. ‘‘I drove in 
here one day for gas,’’ he said, ‘‘and then 
found I had forgotten my ration book. The 
man satd it didn’t matter; he could take care 
of me, if I was willing to pay extra. And so... 
well, you know how hard it is to get along 
on an A book. I just pay a little more, now, 
that’s a...” 

That’s all? I wondered. And I decided to 
find out. I went to Washington, talked with 
officials of the OPA, the United States Secret 
Service and other government organizations. 
I studied stacks of reports, legal documents 
and case files. And I learned that beyond any 
question, my friend — and if you get gas 
that way, too, the same goes for you -~ 1s 
actually the ultimate link in a criminal chain 
that goes to the very heart of the underworld. 


: her up?” asked the gas-station man. 


My frend wouldn't think of trying to pass 
bogus money. But he has become a party, 
almost certainly, to the passing of bogus 
ration coupons. For it 1s counterfeiting that 
is rapidly becoming the mainstay of the Black 
Market in gasoline. Old-time counterfeiters, 
narcotic rings, white-slave and gambling syn- 
dicaies are using their experience to make it 
the Big Business of our Worst People. 


Are You a Partmer in Crime? 


Nor since Prohibition, and perhaps not 
even then, have they had a field in which so 
many respectable people were eager to be the 
Sugar daddies of a criminal enterprise. And 
it may well be more than merely a criminal 
enterprise. It wouldn’t surprise anybody if 
there were enemy agents, as well as gangsters 
mixed up in it. Certainly the enemy would be 
delighted if we would obligingly create a 
moral and economic breakdown on the Ameri- 
can home front.

Whatever you may think of OPA, the men 
you deal with if you try to cheat it are ex- 
perts in crime, completely indifferent to 
whether it 1s OPA, the United States Treas- 
ury, or our homes and families on which they 
prey. The case reports on prosecutions so far 
completed, which I examined in Washing- 
ton, were dotted with criminal records like 
punctuation marks. 

The system used by the gangs usually oper- 
ates this way: From the main headquarters, 
the counterfeit coupons go out to the distribu- 
tors in various cities across the country. The 
distributors push them out through their 
areas by peddlers -—— usually bookmakers, 
numbers operators, dope peddlers and pro- 
curers. These men, in turn, canvass gasoline 
stations and try to sell blocks of stampe to 
the proprietors, who can turn them in for 
gas which they can sell above ceiling prices. 

Tracking down the top men in such intri- 
cate set-ups is, of course, a super-sleuthing 
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job, but it can be done. And, believe it or 
not, that bothersome business of indorsing 
coupons with your license number provides 
them with their most vital clue — a starting 
place. When counterfeit coupons begin to 
show up in the banks, they trace them 
back. And when the investigators find 
that batches of counterfeit coupons 
turned in by a certain dealer are falac- 
ly indorsed, they start watching the 
dealer. 

Not long ago, for example, they discov- 
ered, by checking coupons, that a Brooklyn 
station was turning in numbers of counter- 
feit truck coupons. The investigators broke 
down the station operator, got the name of 
the man he had bought them from. One by 
one, they traced others through whose hands 
the phony coupons had passed. None of them 
“‘knew”’ where to find the man who had sup- 
plied them — so they said. 

But a day or two later, a city fireman, fish- 
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INTERNATIONAL 
criminals and counterfeiters? 


ing in Jamaica Bay on his day off found a 
suitcase floating on the water; it was full of 
counterfeit coupons. The supplier had been 
tipped off, and had dumped the evidence. 
That set the investigators on the trail again, 
and they soon had the supplier in custody — 
an employee of a lithographing company. 
He, in turn, implicated the vice-president of 
the company: the two of them had been 
printing the coupons secretly at night. The 
vice-president broke down, involving two 
more men — the ones who had brought him 
into the business. . 


Nabbing the ‘‘Big Shot’’ 


Ano then, at last, the vague outlines of 
the man at the top —the man who had 
financed and directed the whole operation — 
began to emerge. Nobody knew his name — 
at least, his real name. The investigators 
found it — on a rogues’ gallery portrait. 
An old hand at big-time crime, of course, 
he had been flooding the Atlantic sea- 
board with bogus coupons. 

All Black Market coupons are not counter- 
feit, of course, but the trend is more and more 
in that direction. The epidemic of robberies 
of OPA offices has largely been curbed by 
keeping the number of coupons on hand too 
small to make robbery worth while. So the 
gangs have turned to the printing presses. 

When you consider that a little bundle of 
coupons which can fit into a side pocket will 


bring from $5,000 to $25,000 — as compared 
with the bulk of a load of contraband liquor, 
for instance = you can see the advantages, 
from the crook’s point of view. 

Not that the gangsters drop their other 
activities when they turn to this, as a 
young filling-station attendant found 
when he allowed himself to be lured into 
the racket. He started by buying coupons 
and selling Black Market gas, but presently 
he was in it so deep that he was making regu- 
lar trips to a nearby big city to contact the 
suppliers. He knew them only as “Duke”’ and 
**Mike,”’ and had to meet them at out-of-the- 
way juke joints and street corners. Presently, 
his new business companions were urging him 
to broaden his activities. Bootleg alcohol, 
procured with their aid, sold at a neat profit, 
they suggested. 

Though the youngster held out against the 
alcohol business, he was presently caught in 
an OPA net. Even after a full confession, 
he was in mortal fear — fear that something 
worse than prison might be in store for him. 

He had reason to be afraid. Another dab- 
bler in the counterfeit coupons, in Baltimore 
to transact some business, wasn't so lucky. 
He met a fatal bullet in the course of his 
negotuations. Murder is all a part of the day’s 
work to the ruthless criminals in this kind 
of business. 


“Just a Few Gallens’’ 


But there are big stakes in it. If you or I 
buy a few gallons of gas at Black Market 
prices to eke out our rations, it doesn’t seem 
like much. But Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles tells me that it adds up to about 
two-and-a-half million gallons a day — about 
five per cent of our total civilian gasoline 
supply. And when it’s gone, whether on coun- 
terfeit coupons or valid ones, it’s gone. There 
isn’t any more for us; if there should be, it 
would have to be taken from Army planes 
and tanks 

The government doesn't intend that to 
happen. When I was in Washington, OPA 
enforcement officials from all over the coun- 
try were gathered, discussing ways and means 
to co-ordinate their efforts. They know, and 
other government agencies concerned know, 


that this 1s an extremely serious wartime 
problem. 

Here's 
about it: 

1. OPA inspectors, trained in detecting 
counterfeits, are examining coupons imme- 
diately after they are turned in. When coun- 
terfeits are found, investigation follows. 

2. OPA investigators are tracking down 
and prosecuting a steadily-mounting number 
of professional criminals — big fellows as 
well as little ones. 

3. The whole machinery of law enforce- 
ment - Secret Service, and local police in 
particular — is co-operating with the OPA, 
and turning over evidence on offenses. 


What Caz You Deo? 


Anp here’s what you can do about it: 

1. Indorse your coupons. Put your license 
number and state on the face of each coupon 
as soon as you get it. OPA is taking action 
against people who fail to do this — even to 
the extent of revoking rations. But don’t wait 
to be forced. Do it as a patriotjc citizen. 
Remember, too, that if the Black Market 
were wiped out, your A-card ration could be 
substantially increased. 

2. Use no coupons that haven't been 
legally issued to you. If you do so, you are 
subject to prosecution, and may be fined up 
to $1,000, or sentenced to a year in jail, or 
both. If you don't know the source of the cou- 
pons, they are almost surely counterfeit or 
stolen.

And you and 
he are both subject to prosecution ; his penalty 
may be as much as $10,000 fine, plus a year 
in jail. 

4. Don't hesitate to turn in a crook. He 
is a Saboteur.

Don't wash or wipe with a damp cloth. Don’t cut 
or chop it until just before using. If your refrig- 
erator te a covered meat compartment, the meat 
can be stored without wrapping. Otherwise, wrap 
hghtly in waxed paper, leave ends open for free 
air circulation, seid store in defrosting tray or as 
near freezing unit as possible. 


How to Freeze Meats 


Wrap well in waxed paper and place in ice tray. 
(Separate individual portions with waxed paper 
to prevent freezing together.) To freeze quickly, 
place tray on bottom shelf of freezer and turn 
control to fastest freezing point. For continued 
storage after freezing, reset control to a colder 
than normal position. Never refreeze meat after 
thawing. Frozen meat may be thawed before cook- 
ing, or cooked directly from the frozen state if 
you allow more time for cooking.

With What Vegetables? 


A: MOST all familar good dinner 
menus have been built around meat 
or fish. Eggs mav have the nutritive 
value of meat, but they do not have 
the physical characteristies the 
fragrance, the color or the gravy 
As a main dinner food, eggs resem 
ble fish. They are hght in color, 
mild in fragrance, soft in texture. 


So the bright-colored, crispy vege- ° 


tables of definite flavor all go well 
with eggs. Green beans, wax beans, 
spinach, beet or mustard tops, cauli 
flower, broccol, peas, tomatoes, any 
cnisp salad green, cabbage salad and 
tomato aspic, all so good with fish, 
fit equally well into a dinner where 
“two eggs’ offer the protein.

The des- 
sert can be strawberry shortcake, 
or apple turnovers, or fruited gela 
tin with cookies, as the tartness of 
fruit 1s equally good in topping off 
a meal with eggs as it 1s with fish. 

There is no reason why the pota- 
toes served with eggs must be pan 
fried, bat tradition makes it se. 
It isn't tlavor or texture it's pus, 
short-order custom that) pan-fried 
are preferred, please. Potatoes 
O'Brien, potatoes hashed brown, 
plain or with milk, or leftover pota- 
toes shced and browned well in but- 
ter or bacon fat or ol any of these 


home-fried styles will do. Of course, 
French fried would be acceptable, 
but the fat for cooking them 1s a 
problem, so settle tor other home- 
fried types. And with’ them, serve 
ketchup _ because the corner diner 
has made that traditional, too.

WAY when a young girl asks 
permission to go to her first 
late dance, her parents are 


apt to feel acutely anxious. Accord- 
ing to the sucial practice of most 
American young people, the girl 
will be squired but unchaperoned 
to and from the party. 

But in wartime the boys at the 

dance will probably not be child- 
hood friends who are well-known 
to her family. The old crowd is 
scattered in various training camps. 
And the boys at the dance __ per- 
haps including her own partner 
will probably be new acquaint- 
ances from nearby 
military schools. 
Nice boys — but 
unknown quanti- 
ties to her parents. 
Hence the paren- 
tal question: 
How can they 
safeguard and 
protect her? 

Take the case of 
16-year-old Sally 
of my acquaint- 
ance. A dance for 
one of her young 
friends was being

the nice hotels. Sally was very 
eager to go. But when she brought 
up the question, her father asked 
what all fathers ask: Who was 
going to take her? 

The girl answered promptly that 
she could invite Robert Philips 
or Dick Graham.
